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We should never make the mistake of thinking Jewish people reject

as the Messiah. Jewish people who believe in a personal Messiah 

have heard only their own version of the presentation; faith sharing 
opens up an opportunity for an objective exchange of truths from the

After studying chapter 2, we can see why Jewish people are appre¬ 
hensive about hearing of Christ, since so many injustices against 
them were done by Christendom. But Jewish people were 
persecuted in the name of Messiah, and it is the Hebrew term from 

which the word Christ is derived. 
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
